Applicants' arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicants mainly argues that there is no proper 
combination of Inaki (US Patent No. 5,230,062), Glaser (US Patent No. 5,450,538) and Wallack (6,055,550) that suggests the subject 
matter of independent claims 1 and 13. 

The Examiner disagrees for the following reasons. The acknowledgement of Inaki's lack of visual indication from the previous office action 
was to be understood that it was in combination with adjusting the size of the field based on the size of characters included in the data 
field. As seen for example in FIGS. 1 1K and 1 1Q et seq. of Inaki, for example, such a visual indication exists in Inaki. Glaser is cited to 
establish a visual indication that can be resized based on the amount of content within a data field in a visual context, which allows the 
user to view the content without the need to scroll, seen in FIGS. 2 and 4 et seq. of Glaser. However, the visual field does not adjust 
based on the content of the field. Wallack is cited to overcome this discrepancy, and support can also be found in FIGS. 2-3B et seq. of 
Wallack. The support for combining these references can be found on pages 5 and 6 of the previous Office action, wherein Glaser is 
combined into Inaki to create dynamic expansion of fields in a form, and Wallack is combined into the modified Inaki to resize the field 
automatically. 
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
